IO, and his sister, 
Dorothy Marie Oross, ll, children 
of Mr and Mrs, Charles E Gross, 
of Five Points, York Springs R. 2, 
who were struck by an automobile 
while running across the Gettys­ 
burg-Harrisburg road in Heidlers­ 
burg. 
The boy has a fractured skull, a 
broken left leg and a fracture of 
the right arm 
His sister has her 
right leg broken between the knee 
and ankle while 
her 
left 
leg 
is 
broken both above the knee and be­ 
low. 
She 
also suffered a severe 
laceration of the scalp 
Hitch-Hikers Hart 
The hitch-hikers, who were hit 
on the Lincoln highway. 2 Hi miles 
west of here at 9 30 o’clock Monday 
evening, are Harold C. Goff, 19, of 
Birmingham, Alabama, and Irene 
Hochheim. 15, of Bronx. New York. 
He suffered a cut tm the left side 
of his face and a brush burn on the 
right shoulder. The girl was severe­ 
ly cut on the scalp 
and 
suffered 
numerous brush bums. 
The Gross children, In company 
with 
two other children, 
whose 
names were not learned, started to 
run across the Harrisburg road at 
the intersection with the Blglerville- 
East Berlin road 
at Heidlersburg, 
when they were struck by the auto­ 
mobile of G. A. Weber, Pittsburgh, 
•t 5:30 o’clock, Monday evening. 
With Weber were A. O Wicker­ 
ham, Pittsburgh, brother of Dr R. 
D. Wickerham. Broadway; 
H. W. 
Crider, Munhall, and B. R. Ferrts, 
Pittsburgh. 
Ran Across Road 
According to a local state highway 
motor 
patrolman 
who was sum­ 
moned, Weber was driving toward 
Gettysburg at about 40 miles an 
hour. His car came over the crest 
of a hill, just north of the Heid­ 
lersburg intersection, as the children 
started to run across the highway. 
Two of the children retraced their 
steps when they saw the car, but 
the Oross children tried to reach 
the other side and were struck, 
Weber brought the children to the 
hospital where it is believed both 
have a fighting chance to recover. 
The hitch-hikers were hit 
by 
Ehrmel Rightenour, Gettysburg R. 
5, according to a state 
highway 
motor patrolman. Although Right­ 
enour told the patrolman the pair 
was walking on the highway, Goff 
•aid he and the girl were off the 
concrete part of the highway. Ker­ 
mit Hershey. Gettysburg R. 
5, 
a 
young boy with Rightenour, said 
the hikers were walking on 
the 
highway, and that the car was never 
off the concrete, the investigating 
officer said.

Goff said they were hik­ 
ing to Birmingham. 
Rightenour brought the pair to 
the local hospital. 
Neither is hurt 
seriously.

Square, in Harrisburg, died about 4 
p rn Monday at his mountain home J 
near Caledonia. 
He was 65 years 
old. 
A heart attack caused his death. 
He had been ill since last fall, and 
was confined to bed most of the 
time. 
Recently his condition im­ 
proved, and he went to his mountain 
cabin along the Lincoln highway a 
mile east of Caledonia to recuperate. 
Bom at Lewisburg in 1868. Mr 
Troup received only an elementary 
education before launching on his 
successful business career. 
He and 
his brothers established a piano and 
organ house in Chambersburg in 
1896. and continued business there 
until 1903. when they moved to York 
After fourteen years at York the 
brothers went to Harrisburg 
Mr Troup married Miss Cora Fry, 
of Chambersburg, in 1901. 
Mr. Troup was a member of the 
Lutheran church of York. In addi­ 
tion to his widow he is survived by 
his brothers. John H„ Harry and 
Lewis A. Troup, all of Harrisburg; 
three sisters. Mrs E E Stromlnger 
and Mrs. Annie Owens, of Harris­ 
burg, and Mrs William J. Wright, of 
New Cumberland. 
Funeral services at 10:30 o'clock 
Thursday morning at the home near 
Caledonia. 
Burial in the Cedar 
Grove cemetery, Chambersburg.

During the first six months of 
1931, the Pennsylvania state high­ 
way patrol covered 3,197,092 miles 
of state highways, the monthly re­ 
port of Benjamin G. Eynon, com­ 
missioner of motor vehicles, shows. 
In June, 
605,200 miles 
were pa­ 
trolled. 
The report of the patrol’s ac­ 
tivities, as made to Commissioner 
Eynon by Captain W. C. Price, pa­ 
trol superintendent, states that in 
the six-months period the patrol­ 
men warned, 
but did 
not arrest, 
drivers of 239,860 
motor vehicles, 
These warnings were given for some 
minor violation of the motor code. 
Similar warnings to the number of 
49^240 were given last month.

Swimming Near Chambers­ 
burg When He Is Struck 
By Lightning. 


While swinging on Iron flying 
rings attached to a tree at a swim­ 
ming hole along the Conococheague 
creek, one mile from Chambers­ 
burg, John Trail, 13, of Chambers­ 
burg. was killed during an elec­ 
trical storm late Monday afternoon 
when lightning struck nearby. 
Trail, who is a son of George 
A, Trail, conductor on the South 
Penn branch of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
between 
Chambersburg 
and Waynesboio, and several other 
boys were swimming in the creek 
when the storm arose. 
Efforts To Revive Him Fail 
When the lightning struck, the 
boy was tossed into tho creek. He 
was found at once and removed to 
the bank of the stream 
Two phy­ 
sicians were rushed to Mtnnich's 
Slope, where the accident occurred, 
in the Goodwill ambulance. 
For 
more than an hour they worked in 
an effort to revive him. 
Later the body was taken to the 
Chambersburg hospital, where phy­ 
sicians again worked for another 
hour over the body with the hopes 
of reviving the boy, but their ef­ 
forts were unsuccessful.

In the cornerstone of tile old 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church 
in 
Hanover, workmen found a copy of 
the New Testament Saturday which 
it is said came from the battlefield 
of Gettysburg. It was reported to 
have been found here on July 9 
1863, and was probably the posses­ 
sion of a soldier in one or the other 
armies engaged here. 
The old church is being recon­ 
structed and rn the cornerstone a 
tin box was found containing among 
other things the testament and a 
copy of a newspaper which de­ 
clares the cornerstone was laid May 
16, 1864
